A History of Georgia.

Mr. Jones has accumulated 
data relating tothe colonial period which 
were not within reach of earlier writers, 
and if the legislature does its duty, he 
_will give us a ccmplete history of the 
state from the settlement of tne colony 
down to thgad ministration of Governor 
Smith. ,

assu I do most heartily approve 
your proposed bistory of Georgia. Sucha 
work is exceedingly needed in vindication 
of the character of our ancestors and for 
the transmission to posterity of a trae re 
cord of the virtues and deeds of those pa- 
triots and heroes who have made Georgia 
that noble commonwealth of which her 
sons and danghters may ever be proud. 
I mean no flattery when I say that I know 
of 10 one so competent to perform this 
great work as yourself.

I never doubted however, 
that they might approprfate for this object * 
any moneyin tbe treasury accruing from 
any sourceother than that of taxation, 
such asreceipts from the United Sates in 
payment of claims against the federal gov- 
ernment, Money so accruing, I thougat 
was now in the treasury and might be 
wisely +o used by the general assembly, and 
so advise you.
